We are now able to pro- 
pagate plants much earlier than we 
previously could, thereby having 
earlier vegetables,

planting and hope to have an abun- 


dant supply of fresh vegetables for

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RAISING SEEDLINGS INDOORS 

From the middle of February 
until the first of March is a good 
time to start raising plants from 
seeds indoors to have vegetables 
and flowers early in the season, 
For flowers we use Zinna, Marigold, 
Celosia, Coleus, Dahlia, Lobelia, 
Pinks Salvia, Salpiglossis, Snap- 
dragon and Verbena, 

Seeds were sown in flower pots, 
wooden boxes (flats), half-pint 
cream containers, or small peat- 
moss pots. Before putting in the 
soil, we made sure the containers 
were clean and had one or more 
holes at the bottom to drain off 
excess water, We placed broken 
pieces of clay pots or pebbles on 
the bottom so that the soil would 
not wash out the holes, We filled 
the containers to about half an 
inch from the top with finely 
screened soil, sand, vermiculite, 
or sphagnum moss. Sterilized soil 


sand, vermiculite, and sphagnum 


were best because they did not 
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harbor diseases or harmful insects, 
Then we scattered the seeds thinly 
over the surface to avoid crowding 
covering seeds lightly with finely 
screened planting material. Large 
seeds were covered to twice their 
diameter; then tiny seeds like snap- 
dragon needed not be covered. The 
name of plants and dates of sowing 
were labeled and watering was done 
with a fine spray. 

Covering the container with 
plastic or glass and then a piece 
of cardboard, we then set them in 
a saucer to hold excess water and 
placed them near an east of south 
window for plenty of sun to keep 
them warm and moist. When the 
first tiny leaves appeared, we re- 
moved the cardboard; took off the 
plastic or glass covering before 
the growing leaves reached it; 
we transplanted to larger pots as 
soon as we could handle the plants, 


planting outdoors when danger of 


frost is over.

16, 1959, while the plant was being renovated to make it more functional 


as a Correctional and Training School, the Moore County Ministerial Asso-

Two years ago we began a dewberry project as part of the 
training program on the farm at Leonard Training School. Two 
and one-half acres were planted in dewberries after consulting 
with the Farm Agents in Hoke and Moore Counties and the 
Agricultural Extension Specialist from State College. The 
latest methods were followed in planting the crop and in staking 
the vines for the best care and harvesting methods of the 
berries, 


We have just completed the harvest of our first crop of 
dewberries. We are gratified, indeed, with the exceptionally 
fine results. Approximately 10,000 quarts of berries have 
been harvested and used as fresh berries or canned for future 
use in the food program at the school. This is considered a 
very good yield for the first harvest and the quality of the 
fruit has been very good, The students and personnel at the 
school have demonstrated a great deal of interest in this pro- 
ject and it has provided a real teaching and learning opportu- 
nity as part of the vocational agriculture classes at the 
school. Our first responsibility on the farm is providing 
learning opportunities for students; however, the best learning 
opportunities are found in a farm program where good production 
is achieved, 


The berries are served in a variety of ways in the Food 
Service Department. ‘resh berries are available in season for 
breakfast and other meals. They are also good on cereal, for 
pies and cobblers. The berry project on the farm has provided 
a good learning opportunity for students, has provided a larger 
variety of foods in the dining room and has been produced at a 
very reasonable food cost.

Something new in harvesting 
white potatoes was introduced to 
us by Mr. Dan F. Cameron, who is 
Supervisor of Farms for the Board 
of Correction and Training, 

This year, white potato har- 
vesting came at a very busy time 
for our farm personal, and from 
past experiences we knew that it 
would be difficult to preserve 
our potatoes during the hot sum 
mer months, 

Mr, Cameron suggested that we 
dig only enough potatoes for use 
through the summer months and mow 
the tops of the others with our 
rotary mower, leaving the pota- 
toes in the ground. This, Mr, 
Cameron stated, would allow us to 
dig them at a later date when the 
farming operation could spare the 
time, however they should be dug 
before the first fall frost. 

We followed Mr. Cameron's 
suggestion and in the latter part 


of September, we dug our potatoes 
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and were atonished at the firm 
ness and excellent condition of 
potatoes. 

By following Mr. Cameron's 
suggestion, we benefited in 
several ways, we were able to use 
the time normally used to dig 
potatoes to improve our farm 
operation, we eliminated the pro- 
blems associated with preserving 
potatoes during the hot summer 
months, The weather in September 
is ideal for potato digging and 
several hundred bushel baskets 
were free to be used for other 
things.

Governor Terry Sanford served as a member of the National 
Governors! Conference Committee on Juvenile Delinguency and 
Youth Crime. Recently he made a statement to the Chairman of 
this Committee concerning action to achieve effective prevention, 
diagnosis, control and treatment of Juvenile Delinquency in 
North Carolina. As part of the aétion to achieve this purpose, 
he made the following reference to the Governor's Committee on 
Juvenile Delinquency and Youth Crime: 


"In March of 1962, there was appointed the Gover- 
nor's Committee on Juvenile Delinquency and Youth 
Crime, The Committee is made up of distinguished 
citizens of the State who are knowledgeable in the 
broad field of juvenile delinquency and youth crime 
and who represent agencies, institutions and citi- 
zen groups whose programs and purposes contribute 
to the prevention, control and treatment of juve- 
nile delinquency. The committee co-ordinates the 
planning, lealership and programs of the various 
agencies of the State Government in order to a- 
chieve maximum services for the prevention and 
treatment of juvenile delinquency." 


"The committee has been active in the mobiliza- 
tion of widespread public acceptance of the need 
for concerted action in this field. In 1962, the 
committee conducted a Conference of Three Hundred 
at the University of North Carolina, It was evi- 
dent by the participation of representatives of 
this committee, and the enthusiastic response of 
three hundred representative and knowledgeable 
citizens to the Conference of Three Hundred, that 
North Carolina has a high level of co-ordination 
in planning, leadership, and services of the 
various agencies of State Government which, has 
responsibility for the prevention, treatment 
and control of juvenile delinquency. It was fur- 
ther evident in the meetings of the State-wide 
Committee and the Conference of Three Hundred 
that private agencies and institutions have a 
very fine working relationship with one another 
and with state agencies and institutions."

During the past quarter, 





we have made a mental tour 
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and study of the Southeastern and 
Central States. 

Information gathered from maps, 
globes, encyclopedias and text- 
books has given us a better under-— 
standing and a mere appreciative 
attitude for having been born in 
a land with regions of great nat- 
ural resources. 

With the coastal plains stretch- 
ing from Delaware to the Atlantic 
Coast, to Louisiana and on to the 
Gulf of Mexico, it has an average 
yearly rainfall: of forty 
inches and a growing season of one 
hundred to three hundred forty days, 
providing excellent opportunities 
for agricultural production. 

The Piedmont, Mountain, Valley, 
and Plateau regions, extending 
from Delaware southwestward into 
Alabama, provide us with rapids 
and falls which give power to gen- 
erate electricity. Large deposits 
of marble, coal, copper and other 
mining products are given to us 
also, Large forests of pine and 


other trees spread over half of

the southern states, These 
woodlands supply all the tur- 
pentine sold in the U. S., a- 
bout two-thirds (2/3) of its 
pulp and paper, half its lum- 
ber, and more than half of 

the country's bituminous (soft) 
coal reserve lies beneath the 
soil of these regions. 

We learned that the South- 
eastern and central states 
are not only rich in natural 
resources but from these areas 
have come four of our first 
five presidents, a chemist 
who helped to revoluticnize 
farming methois, and an in- 
ternationally known novelist 
who won the Nobel Prize for 
literature in 1949. 

With this unit of study 
coming to a close, we are 
eager to get started on our 
next unit of work which will 
cover the Pacific Coastal 
States.

Our Eighth Grade class 


visited the battle ship U.S.S. 


North Carolina, April 9, 
1963. Our guide was Seaman 
Price, who had the privilege 
of serving aboard this ship 
during its time of operation 
in World War II. The U. S.S. 
North Garolina was built 
at the Naval Shipyard in 
Brooklyn, New York, It was 
launched April 9, 1941. 

The U. S. S. North Caro- 
lina weighs 27,000 tons. The 
largest guns mounted aboard 
the ship are the sixteen inch 
guns. They are capable of 
hitting a target at twenty-— 
two miles. The second lar- 
gest guns are the forty mil- 
limeters; next, the anti-air- 

craft; last but not least, 
are the fifty caliber machine 
guns. The weight of one 
shell was twenty-seven hun- 
dred pounds. This shell 


could be brought from six 
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floors below and loaded with a time 


limit of ninety seconds, 

The U. S. S. North Carolina main- 
tained a crew of two thousand men, 
After meals, dining rooms were 
used for movies, worship services, 
recreation, post office, store, 
and police station. Planes could 
be launched and recovered from the 
ship. This ship had electric and 
magnetic compasses. It was later 
equipped with rader and many other 
helpful instruments. 

The U. S. S. North Carolina was 
hit twice. It was hit by a tor- 
pedo which knocked a forty-—foot 
hole in its side. As a result, 
five men lost their lives. Six 
men lost their lives by enemy 
machine gun fire. Only fourteen 
men were killed aboard this ves-— 
sel. The U. S, S. North Carolina 
was in twenty—soven major battles. 
The ship sank one ship, bombarded 
nine islands, knocked down twenty- 
four planes.

SEVEN-YEAR PROGRESS REPORT 
This is a brief progress report designed to show the major accomplish- 
ments of the North Carolina Board of Correction and Training for a seven- 
year period, 1956 through 1962. No attempt has been made to list areas of 
achievement in the order of importance. During this period of time the pop- 
ulation in the Correction and Training Schools has increased eighty per cent 


from 888 students in 1956 to 1600 in 1962, 


Two New 
Juvenile Correction Institutions 


The rapid increase in the number of students committed to the Correct- 
ion and Training Schools by the courts made it mandatory that additional 
Capital facilities be provided, The 1959 General Assembly provided for the 
establishment of one new Correction and Training School. This school wes 
established in wheat was formerly the South Division of the Sanatorium at 
McCain. The school opened with eleven students on September 16, 1959. At 
the present time we have 259 students in the school. This school was offi- 
cially named Leonard Training School, in honor of former Commissioner of 
Correction, Samel E, Leonard. 

A major step forward in this State was taken in 1961 when the North 
Carolina Board of Correction and Training took over Moore General Hospital 
at Swannanoa and established a new Juvenile Evaluation Center. It is good 


to have an Evaluation Center where students from all of the Correction and 
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Morrison Training School

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Uniform Policies and Procedures 

‘Realizing that it is necessary to have a guidebook readily available 
at all times in order to co-ordinate a state-wide service program, a plan 
was begun in July of 1956 to develop policies for the operation of the 
Correction and Training Schools, Committees were appointed, with each 
school represented on each committee to make the first draft of a policy 
in each area of operation. The policy was then reviewed by the Superin- 
tendents and the Commissioner of Correction for evaluation and revision, 
and subsequently submitted to the personnel in each of the training schools 
for consideration. Uniform policies and procedures have now been formulated 
and installed for the guidance and administration of all of the Correction 
and Training Schools. This has resulted in a more unified and co-ordinated 
program for all students and has improved the level of service. The Board 
now operates with uniform policies in the areas of discipline, fire drill 
and evacuation procedure, visiting, instructional calendar, standardized 
terminology and duties and responsibilities of House Counselors, Appro- 
priate forms have been designed and printed for the implementation of pol- 
icies and procedures. The printing of the forms is done by a vocational 
printing class in one of the Correction and Training Schools. Guidebooks 
containing the uniform policies and procedures are now in use in the depart— 
ment, 

Personnel 

Job classifications and pay plans have been established for the posi- 
tions in our department which means that our people mect the same reguire- 
Ments and ood the same pay as the members of the personnel in other state 


agencies and institutions doing work requiring similar skills and abilities. 
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The addition of professional personnel in the Central Office dealing with 
budgets, cottage life, farms, academic and vocational instructions, and psy— 
chological and social work has strengthened the program in these vital areas. 
The administrative pattern has been designed so that there are a minimum of 
two administrative staff members at each school, with three administrative 
staff members at the largest two schools. Some improvement in salaries, 
and some improvement in the workload by the reduction of the ratio of stu- 
dents to staff, have made it possible to recruit personnel at a much higher 
level of training and experience. No program is any better than its per- 
sonnel, and better qualified personnel is resulting in marked improvement 
in the Juvenile Correction Schools. 

In-Service Staff Training 

Schools providing treatment and training for juvenile delinquents are 
faced with many problems today. Raising the standards of personnel in the 
schools so that they can function at the level of the 8 current prac- 
tices is an important goal. The objectives of the training school must 
constantly be kept before members of the personnel so that each person will 
understand the responsibility for rehabilitation as well as custody. 

During this seven year period, many in-service staff training confe- 
rences and institutes have been held. Resource people from other state 
agencies, from private agencies and institutions in North Carolina, from 
Federal agencies, and key staff members in our own department have been 
used to provide leadership. It is noteworthy here that resource persons from 
other agencies have made no charge for services rendered. Among the areas 
considered in in-service training have been the role of House Counselor, 


various phases of food service, co-ordination of farm production with food 
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needs, storeroom management, the academic and vocational teaching program, 
psychological and social work, The attached program for the Second Annual 
Workshop for Cottage Counselors illustrated the type of in-service training 
conducted. Members of the personnel from our schools have attended the 
Workshops for Administrators and House Counselors conducted by the Univer- 


sity of North Carolina and other professional institutes and conferences, 


Psychological and Social Services 
In a report to the Governor on June 11, 1956, the Governor's Youth Ser= 

vice Commission recommended the establishment of a psychological and social 
service program in the Correction and Training Schools. The 1957 General 
Assembly provided an appropriation sufficient to make an important first 
step in the establishment of such service, We now have a Clinical Psychol- 
ogist in the Administrative Offices whe serves as Supervisor of Psychologi- 
cal and Social Work Services. He spends a major portion of his time in the 
schools, working with the personnel in the administration of a social work 
program. We now have in each of the schools professionally trained social 
workers conducting well-defined Social Service Departments. This adjition 
has strengthened the treatment plan at*the level of psychological testing, 


counselling and preparation of case histories. 


Instruction 
Effective July 1, 1958, all of the Correction and Training Schools be= 
gan the operation of the instructional programs for twelve full months each 
year. Up until that time the instructional programs had been operating for 


only ten months each year, The academic classes Aow mest £40 days per 
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annum. This arrangement makes it possible for students to achieve more rapid 
educational growth per year and in this way compensate for some of the edu- 
cational retardation which they experienced at the time of admission. 
Integrating academic and vocational services provide an effective ap- 
proach to the individual needs of our students. Whenever individual needs 
indicate,appropriate emphasis is placed. Certificated teachers, with spe- 
cial skills in working with these exceptional youth, create and maintain an 
atmosphere that brings forth abilities heretofore unrealized. 
On-the-job training encourages and implements the development of skills 
in maintenance trades, modern farming and dairying methods, textile mill 
operations, printing, barbering, shoe repair, motor mechanics, food service, 
laundry and other trades. Girls are afforded opportunities in homemaking 
activities such as food preparation, child care, sewing, home gardening and 
other domestic activities designed to practical aftercare needs. Opportun- 
ities in cosmetolgy provide technical skills and encourage the development 
of self pride. Handicrafts such as ceramics, knitting, crocheting, leather= 


crafts and weaving serve in learning to use leiaure time constructively. 


Cottage Life 
Effeetive July 1, 1957, an arrangement was made for the employment of 
two Counselors for each group of twenty-five students. Up until that time 
Cottage Counselors had been carrying dual responsibilities, such as work on 
the school farm in addition to work as a Counselor. This increased counsel~

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SCHOOLS REPRESENTED AT WORKSHOP 


During the month of July, a workshop was neld at the Juvenile Fvaluation 
Center, Swannanoa, North Carolina. Teachers served as representatives from 
each of the training schools throurhout the state. The Undertaking was very 
informative, and the following embraces one of the topics discussed in that 
setting. This revort was formulated by one of our visiting teachers. 

MOTIVATION: HOW DO WE CAUSE THESF CHILDREN TO LFARN? 

In order to learn new things, take on new concepts, ideas, one and par- 
ticularly children, mst want to do so. Many children come to the teacher 
with little or no significance, other than parilier: been sent there. It how- 
ever, then becomes the teacher's task to get such students in the frame of 
mind of wanting to learn. The way by which he or she goes about developing 
this frame of mind is known as MOTIVATION. 

Through motivation the student is ‘stimulated to the point where he puts 
forth the necessary effort to perform. But here, the teacher must be keenly 
mindful of what Freud calls the ego. The student's ego is the "self" about 
which he knows, It may be the type of self which is partially in conformance 
with his society or it may be in almost complete non-conformance. However it 
is, it is the one he knows about and he is constantly on guard to protect it. 
Anything that threatens his ego brings about a reaction of rebellion within 
him, 

Motivation creates a drive which comes from withih, and it is here the 
real work begins. Motives enter here as avenues directing the drives toward 


worthwhile goals. When the child has been sufficiently motivated, the suf- 
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ficient. “push” initiated within him, then he should be carefully steered 


down avenues which lead to meaningful and worthwhile goals - the goals being 


points which the student is expecting to reach. 

However, while this process is in operation, teachers must always under- 
stand and know well the student. They mst, in order to be effective with 
the student, understand and know this ego which the student maintains, To 
him, the teacher represents authority and he now resents it in any form. In 
many ways, he or she represents a threat to his identity. In the feelings 
of the student, he has worked hard to build and shape himself into what he 
is and to change him in any way, one has to be very convincing. In some way, 
this new indiviljual entering the life of the student, has to convince him 
that his way is not the best way and that his or her way is the better way. 
If and when this is done, motivation has served a real purpose. 

We have to remember here too, that this student has been at work for 
some time to identify himself. He must not fail for many reasons: 

1. He has failed many times before and is now afraid of failure, 

2. He doesn't see the need for success. 

3. Fven if he does suecsed, where does it lead him? 


4. If he accepts the way of the teacher, he will be criticized by his 
peers. 


5. Is this new way of life actually better than his own? What are the 
advantages? 


This is a task for the teacher and student; and, as the teacher prepares 
to encounter this situation, she should be cognizant of many facts concerning 
the student: 


1. In many instances the student comes from and with a very limited 
background, 


2. He already has a set of values which are strongly considered impor- 
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tant to and by him, 


He is now being--exposed to a new set of values whch are different 
in nature from his own, 


He has not been identified with such an adult before. 


He is attempting to adjust to and maybe conquer a world which is 
much complexed and in many ways, frightful to. him. 


He is constantly questioning the validity of the new set of values 
and in all ways this validity must outweigh his own. 


All who were in attendance remain incebted to the training schools!

The evaluating committee, honored guests, and friends of the school were 
favored with a Fellowship Dinner at Whispering Pines Restaurant, off Highway 
#1, north of Southern Pines, at 6:00 p.m., sponsored by the Instructional

Quality education demands. 
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The Early Settlers 

In order for us, as children, to understand and really appreciate our 
democratic way of living, we must know something about its beginning. Our 
class decided that it wanted to learn about the early settlers! hepe of free~ 
dom and how their dreams affect our lives today. 

We began by wondering what it would be like if suddendly our parents 
announced that we were going to move to a new city or country. We thought 
about the many questions we would ask. We talked about ways to find out 
what our new surroundings would be like. We could use books, pictures and 
maps to learn about our new homes. The early settlers knew nothing about 
their new home. They had no books, pictures or maps. We know more true 
facts about the moon than they did about their country. 

The early settlers wented freedom in America——freedom to worship God in 
their own way, or freedom to hold political meetings, ani to speak as they 
wished, or freedom to have a little home and plot of land of their very own. 
Many others came to find wealth and to "get rich quickly." Still others 
came against their wills. These were kidnapped persons, slaves or captives. 

The trio to America was a long, tiring journey and much ef its success 
depended largely upon the weather. The boats were overcrowded with people 
and all of their telongings. Sickness often broke out from lack of food and 
water, ani unsanitary living conditions. Many people died during the trip. 

When the early settlers arrived in America, they found no cities, gar- 
dens or cultivated fields as they had left in Europe, but only dense forest, 
scattered Indian villages and clearings. In the north they found severe win- 
ters and in the south the summers were unbearably hot and very humid. 


They found unfriendly Indians. A few friendly ones taught them how to

October 29 through November 1 all cottage parents participated ina 
four day workshop under the direction of Mr. Warren A. Fllis, Supervisor of 
Cottage Life, N. C. Board of Juvenile Correction. 

The workshop was very meaningful, informative, and served as a stim 
ulant to all in increasing our awareness of the modern concepts and phi- 
losophies in the treatment process. 

We were very fortunate to have as a consultant and discussion leader 
Mr, Raymond Manella,from the U. S. Children's Bureau, Washington, D. C., 
who discussed with the group the following topics: "The Rationale for 
Group Incentives and Awards," “Meeting The Needs of Children," “Attitudes 
which are Reflected by Children in Our care," and "Methods and Techniques 
for Satisfying these Needs." 

At the luncheon meeting climaxing the workshop, we were served a very 
tasty meal prepared and served by our Food Service Department. The luncheon 
was highlighted by an address by Mr. Hansel H. Hollingsworth, Associate 
Director of the Group Child Care Project, School of Social Work, at the 
University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. Mr. Hollingsworth spoke on 
"Creative Houseparents," and the following are extracted excerpts from that 
address: 

In the relatively short history of residential child care and treat-~ 
| Ment nothing reflects the changes that have taken place as dramatically as 
| the different expectations of cottage parents. . . Even a partial list of 


_the expectations of today's cottage parent is breathtaking: 
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He must know why children behave as they do. 

He must take care of disciplinary situations as they arise. 

He must be calm himself, and prevent group tensions. 

He must treat students as individuals, providing necessary controls. 
He must give them deserved recognition. 

He must provide recreational and creative outlets, 

He must remember the dignity of each child, 

He must be warm, giving, accepting. 

He must be firm, definite, and in command of his cettage. 

He must be flexible. 


He must not only teach children morality and goodness, but set the 
right example himself. 


He must, to go further, feel positive toward the children entrust- 
ed to his care. He must like them. 


And he must, on top of all this, be honest, 

I wonder if it's those who tell you what you should be who are the dis- 
honest ones. I'm sure that you think this sometime, too. Perhaps we do not 
face the reality that this world, good as it may be, is after all fairly 
short of saints. 

Yet, I believe, and I think most of you would agree, that my partial 
list of expectations plus a dozen or so that each of you could add are im- 
portant if one is to be a truly helping cottage parent in a residential 

School in the 1960's... 

Someone says that creativity is the use of one's past experiences in 
Wench a way that new combinations of effort are used to try to reach ideal 
tsonce. You might prefer a standard definition, such as “to produce from 
Umaginetion." 

| By now you see that I am not speaking of creativity in the arts or 
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sciences but creativity in relationship to children. This creativity as I 
see it in cottage parents seem to be apparent in about five characteristics: 
1. Creative cottage parents are most content being themselves. 
2. Creative cottage parents are sensitive to the needs of others, 
3. They are willing to do something that I will call "surrender." 
4. They are constructively discontent. 
5. And creative cottage parents find time for solitude. 
Being Oneself 
Creative cottage parents seem to put a high premium on the kind of 
freedom and permissiveness which encourages, yes,demands, self expression, 
initiative, and self-responsibility. They value this free atmosphere both 
for themselves and for the children under their care, I'm not talking a- 
bout a "do-as-I-please" approach to life, Neither am I referring to a 
laissez—faire kind of child—training which is dangerously lacking in con- 
trols which all children need, But cottage parents who are content to be 
themselves are not creatures of habit or vietims of their own past experiences, 
They are not slaves to social restrictions. . . The creative houseparent 
wants to feel responsible and wants to behave responsibly. He yearns 
to give his job and to his youngsters the most prized of gifts—his indivi- 
CWE a ne 
Professional judgments and administrative guides serve, rather than 
bind, the creative cottage parent, He uses them to define his range of 
functioning in the institutional setting so that within the range he may 
freely be himself. 
Sensitivit7 To Oilers 
Another cheracteristic of the creative houseparent is his use of 
knowledge, observation ani intuition in order to better understand others. 
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Out of respect for his own individuality grows an everwidening circle of 
acceptance and respect for differences in others. He is less likely to be 
jealous of, or critical of, another cottage parent's different way of hand- 
ling youngsters. Not that he does not disagree at times, but he expects 
and accepts differences. He knows that many bizarre differences in young- 
sters are surface ways of protecting themselves and that underneath they 
have as much in common with humanity as the next fellow. He usually relates 
to both that which he sees on the surface and that which he senses under- 
neath. He sees Billy as the arrogant, self-reliant and selfish youngster 
who underneath feels abandoned, frightened and?lonély. He is sensitive to 
Billy's longing for human companionship and his fear of it, and he is ever 
searching for ways to reach him, And he is equally sensitive to Betty's 
continuous fighting against anything that smacks of adult authority, and to 
her livine fear that adults, who are not to be trusted (oh, how she wishes 
she could), could rob her of bér individuality, of her womanhood, just as surely 
as the puppy devours her young, .. . 

Creative cottage parents can usually put themselves in a great variety 
of others' shoes. They sort of know something of how they fit, of where 
they rub ani bind and of where they support. 
Willingness to Surrender 

In my observationg, creative cottage parents waste little energy 
fighting with themselves or with others. I think this must be due to 
their willingness to surrender to their own greater impulses and to the great- 
ness of potential greatness which they see in others, adults and children. 
Someone has said that the greatest exercise of freedom is that in voluntarily 
giving up a part of one's individuality. We ell need, often, the peace that 


comes with surrender.

The creative cottage parent surrenders some of his individuality to the 
greater purposes of the institutional program. He accepts and works within 
the limits of an administrative framework designed to accomplish these pur- 
poses. He takes orders. He loses himself in the spirit of co-operation and 
teamwork, He voluntarily surrenders himself to ideas and to persons. He 
gives up a part of himself to every child. He concedes, he admits mistakes, 
he listens. He finds satisfaction in his work. 

This kind of surrender is quite different from the casper-—milk-toast 
who is pushed or pulled by any momentum. His surrender is to life itself 
and to aimlessness. Purposeful, self-directed surrender is an act of the 
highest decree of integrity. Truths are found mostly as we give ourselves 
to something or someone, The scientist discovers the truth of a disease 
as he gives himself to his research, You discover the true nature of a 
child as you give yourself to him. (May I add that we discover new truths 
about ourselves in this process also.) ... 

Constructive Discontent 

It has been my observation thet creative cottage parents are not self 
satisfied individuals. There is always a bit of urge to grow and to learn; 
to try new methods end to do a better job. They are not likely to get in 
ruts for very long. They have something ef the spirit of the pioneer who 
knows the only way he can find out what is on the other side of the moun- 
tain is to blaze a trail, and he is restless until he does it. The crea- 
tive cottage parent uses the institutional framework, supervision and all 
the knowledge ani understanding of children that is available to him; but 
he does not stand back when action is needed waiting for a supervisor or 
another member of the staff to give him an answer. He knows that admini- 


stration and all the experts share his dilemma; that is there are very few 
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pat answers when dealing with children (and of those few we must be cautious.) 
Fxperts can provide guides at best and administration a framework or struc- 
ture within which to work. But living and working with large groups of dis- 
turbed youngsters is still in the trailblazing stage and the creative house- 
Parent is helping to blaze it. ... 

Use of Solitude 

I get quite concerned at times about whether or not we do too much for, 
and with, and to youngsters this day and time. I am afraid that parents, 
myself included, over-organize our children's lives and over-stimlate them, 
In some institutions even free time is provided youngsters with an attitude 
of "this is free time, naw everybody get with it and be free." Is not true 
creativeness, at least in part, a personal and inner response to a degree 
of "nothinsness"—to an absence of others, an absence of organization and 
of the usual stimulations which surround us most of the time? Out of a 
child's solitude, a visit with himself alone, comes an . idea, a project, an 
adventure which then needs adult support and maybe guidance, and in some 
cases adult controls. 

The creative cottaze parent needs this solitude also and finds some 
time for it. He finds a time to be alone, to think, to explore his discon- 
tent, to dream, to hope and to pray. And out of his solitude he creates. 

He develops new understanding of himself and of others. He finds new ways 
to reach, to teach, to soothe and to heal, and so to promote growth in his 
youngsters. 


In Conclusion 





Let me say again that I have wanted only to report to you some of the 
evidences of Creativeness which I am seeing in your co-workers in other in- 


stitutions. This is not an all inclusive list and it is indeed not a fer- 
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mula or "five easy steps" to Creativity. In spite of my promise to ysu and 
to myself that I would not tell you to be creative, I realize I have implied 
creativeness has value. Your creativeness has. Your special talents, your 
imagination, your feelings and ideas hold values for the youngsters with 
Whom you work. These are the keys to bringing atout real changes in their 
hearts. And is this not what discipline is really about—to work for 
changes of heart, for voluntary surrender, for self-discipline? 

In the correctional field, we were once content simply with a change in 
behavior. No more. We out controls on behavior, but we work for changes 
of attitude, of relationship, of heart and spirit. For we know that no au- 
thority, as no legislation can assure love. Love can only be won or held. 


And winning it or kholdine it’ is.the heicht of creativity.

From our studies of science we 
have learned many interesting facts 
about nature and its works. We 
have just completed our study of 
the making of soil. In it we 
learned thet rocks ere changed 
both physically and chemically by 
many years of weathering. 

Soil is the loose powdery earth 
in which plants grow. It is made 
up of very small pieces of rock, 
decayed plant and animal matter. 
No rock is so hard that in time 
it can not be broken into smaller 


pieces. Rocks are broken into smal-

ler pieces by several forces, 
namely, gases, wind, heat, freezing 
water, running water and plant 
roots. Lichen, another kind of 4 
plant, has no roots but gives off 
an acid. The acid causes a chemi- 
cal change which makes rocks crumble. 

The cracking and crumbling of 
rocks is only the beginning of soil 
making. To make real soil there 
must be humus added to it. Humus 
is an organic material which comes 
from decayed plant and animal bod- 
ies. The bodies of almost all 
plants and animals eventually be- 
come a part of the soil through the 
work of bacteria. It takes hun- 
dred of years for good soil to be 
made from crumbling rock, decayed 
plants and animal bodies.

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COMMISSIONER'S COMMENTS 
by 


Blaine M, Madison 


For some time the Board of Juvenile Correction has given consideration to 
methods bv which pre-release planning end aftercare services for students in 
the Correction and Training Schools could be improved and refined. In an 
effort to achieve this purpose, the following will be included in the "B" 
Budget for the 1965-67 biennium: 

PROPOSED PROGRAM 
To 
STRENGTHEN PRE-RELTASE AND COORDINATE AFTERCARE SERVICES 

The transition from the training school to the community is an important 
link in the vrogram of treatment for delinquent vouth. The positive habits and 
constructive attitudes acquired by the student while in the training school 
should accompany the child into home and community living. The total assets of 
rehabilitation should be so firmly eng: ained in the student that he will not 
lose them when he leaves the training school to live in a less structured en- 
vironment. The strength, maturity, psychological adjustments and skills which 
have been acouired in a correction school setting must be adapted to community 
living. Pre-release counseling and coordination of aftercare services are 
integral parts of the total treatment process. 

After it has been decided to release a student from the training school, 
there should follow a veriod of counseling and instruction regarding his return 
to the comminity to help him understand what conditional release means and what 


is expected of him. If he is going back to school, his return should be dis- 
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cussed and prover information about ihe total school situation given to him, If 
he is to work, he should be told how +o proceed to secure and hold a job. 
Adeouate preparation for release greztly increases the possibility of a success-— 
ful conditional release neriod. 

It is nrovosed that funds be appropriated to provide special pre-release 
counseling services for all students and to coordinate the training school effort 
with aftercare services vrovided by the Welfare Departments and the Special 
Domestic Relations and Juvenile Courts. 

PURPOSES 

Guidance counselors working with students immediately prior to their release 
from the training schools, and with their aftercare supervisors while they are 
on conditional release from the training schools, would be concerned mainly with 
the following areas: 

1, Very few students have compl ted high school at the time they 

leave the training school. Persons in these positions would 
counsel with pre-release stidents concerning the importance of 


re-entering the public schools and of obtaining a high school 
education. 


2. Counseling services for students who will not re-enter public 
school because of age or aptitude. 


3, Counseling services for students to helv them consolidate the 
vocational skills learned in the training schools and give 
them a realistic carry-over value into job placement and com- 
munity life. 


4, Counseling services for students who would find it especially 
advantageous to enter military service. 


5, Counseling services for students for whom no adequate placement 
can be found and who may need to remain in the training schools 
for a longer period of time. 


6. Counseling with families who visit the schools and whose children 
will soon be returning home. 


7, Conferences with revresentatives of the Welfare Departments and 
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Juvenile Courts who provide aftercare services, 

8, Conferences with aftercare representatives concerning revocation 
of conditional release when st .dents fail to make an acceptable 
adjustment in the community. 

JUST LFICATION 

The care and treatment for delinquent children is becoming more and more a 
specialized vrocess, highly individue lized and complete in its application. An 
increasing part of this process is directed toward the personality of the de- 
linguent child through special education, social service, psychological evaluations 
and vsychiatric treatment when indicated. These services are now held as desirable 
and essential supplements to the traditional institutional functions of custody, 
education and training, 

While treatment in a correctional institution still forms the basic part of 
the rehabilitation effort of the delinquent child committed to the Board of 
Juvenile Correction, it is increasingly apparent that relating himself in a 
positive manner to his community is a difficult task for most of the students 
uvon their release, This process, if to be of maximum benefit to both the child 
and his community, requires specialized guidance. The transition needs to be 
accomplished with the least possible amount of conflict within the student. 

The treatment of children in correctional institutions is increasingly a 
matter of personal relationshins. Tc insure the smoothest possible transition, 
students should have svecial guidance from persons familiar with their assets and 
liabilities, their strengths and weakaesses; they should have counseling services 
at this transition pveriod by people who are familiar with their behavior problems 
prior to training school exverience, and who are familiar with their training 


school records. 


In most cases, students have experienced rapid achievement in the broad 
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aspects of rehabilitation while in the training schools. This achievement in- 
cluded a marked gain in behavior patterns, psychological adjustments, skills in 
group living and a decrease in educational retardation. Every effort should be 
made to insure that this achievement will not be lost during the transition 
period from training school to communiitv life. Guidance counselors are needed 
to helpv students recognize these gains and to hold on to such gains when they 
leave the training schools, 
PROGRAM STRUCTURE 

The program to strengthen pre-r. lease and coordinate aftercare services 
would be administered by the North C=rolina Board of Juvenile Correction as part 
of the total program in the treatment, training and rehabilitation of delinquent 
youth committed to the training schools by the courts of the state. 


1. The Commissioner of Juvenile Correction would administer the 
program under policy established by the Board of Juvenile 
Correction, 


2. A Director of these coordinating services would develop and super- 
vise the vrogram, The Director would be resynonsible to the 
Commissioner of Juvenile Correction, 


3, Eight guidance counselors would be assigned to the various 
training schools and would work with the children in the schools 
immediately prior to release, preparing them for community living 
and getting them ready to accept aftercare services while on 


conditional release,

JUVENILE OFFICIAL TALKS DROPOUTS, NON-WORKERS 

A forlorn army of "out of school, out c” work" teen- 
agers poses one of the most critical problems facing this 
country, a federal youth official said here Wednesday. 

Philip G. Green, director of the Divi: ion of Juvenile 
Service in the Children's Bureau of the ' epartment of 
Health, Education and Welfare, said there are more than 
A million youngsters between 16 and 21 is the "no school,

Green spoke at the windup session of a four-day work- 


hop for teachers in state training schoois at the N. C. 
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Juvenile Evaluation Center in Swann :noa. The session was designed to improve 
the teaching of reading in the sta.,e's youth correctional institutions. 

Saving that the school dropout plus unemnloyment problem has caught school 
and youth agencies "flatfooted," Creen stressed the imvact of automation on un- 
skilled young workers. He pointed out that 26 million new workers will come 
into the labor market in the next 1.0 years, and that a dangerously high per- 
centage of them will be equinped only for common labor-a type of work which 
is ravidly disappearing. 

Green tagged unemployment and no school as a critical factor in the "over 
increasing problem of juvenile delinquency." 

Needed to combat the vroblem, Green said, is close cooperation on three 
levels-local, state and federal. Youth aid provisions in the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Bill (Poverty Bill) now before Congress would provide great assistance 
in getting the three-fold cooperation, he said. 

The Fconomic Ovpvortunities Bil. has passed the Senate and has been re- 
ported out of committee in the House, where act on the bill is expected next 
week, 

Green said the bill's $962 mllion total includes $412 million for youth 
programs, 

One program, the Job Corps, would be divided into two types of facilities, 
Green said, Both would be aimed at improving vocational skills. 

The second type of camp would be for youths with better educational back-— 
grounds but no salable vocational training. They would receive intensive voca— 
tional education, and follow-up help in finding jobs. 

Another tyne of program provided by the bill is the local work project in 


the home community in which unemployed youth would be trained for jobs in such 
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t 
institutions as hospitals, schools and parks departments, 


The program would be coordine*ed with local vocational training centers, 
would employ some 200, 000 youth full or part time, and would be financed 90 
per cent by federal funds for the first two years and 70 per cent thereafter, 
Green said, 

Federal youth aid other than tlc pending Fconomic Opportunities Bill, 
Green said,is found in the Vocatioral Education Act and the Commnity Mental 
Health Act, 

He said that vocational education, often justly criticized for teaching 
obsolete skills, now gets federal aid in providing updated training and in 
teaching some-skilled as well as highly-skilled trades, 

Green was introduced by Blaine M. Madison, commissioner of the N. C. 
Board of Juvenile Correction. 

Some 40 state training school teachers attended the workshop. Consultants 
were Mrs. Carrie ‘bbott, surerviscr of Swain County Schools, and Dr. Richard 


Robinson, director of Instruction in Asheville City Schools.

Speaking on a panel for government agencies, I had the privibege 
of making the following statement for the Board of Juvenile Correction 
at a meeting of the North Carolina Good Neighbor Council in Winston- 
Salem on January 5, 19653 

PERSONWEL POLICIES AwD PRACTICES 

The administrative structure of the training schools in North Carolina 
is designed to achieve coordination and integration of all component parts 
of a treatment program. The administrative organization seeks to: 


1. Designate the number and classification of personnel 
reporting to any one person. 


2. Outline working relationships and coordinate staff 
efforts, 


3, Delineate lines of authority and fix responsibility. 
ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF 

The administrative stafi is made up of the Division Heads in the 
Central Office, Superintendents, Principals and Assistant Superintendents 
in the juvenile correction schools, plus the Commissioner and Administrative 
Assistant. Of the administrative staff, 30.4 per cent are Negroes, 

The care of children in the juvenile correction schools is carried on 
among different workers over a 24-hour day and by different classifications 
of personnel for different groups of students. In order to achieve a con- 


sistent level of treatment, supervision of personnel is necessary. Super-

REGULAR STAFF AND PERSONNEL 

The regular staff and personnel are classified as administrative, super- 
visory, instructional, cottage life, food service, clinical, and operation 
and maintenance, Of the total number of staff and personnel employed, 47 
per cent are Negroes, 

PERSONNEL PRACTICES 

No program is any better than its personnel. An appropriate level of 
personal relations, between aduits and students and between adults, is the 
most significant treatment factor in the total juvenile correction process. 
The North Carolina Board of Juvenile Correction has dekeloped personnel 
policies designed to develop and maintain a high level of staff morale. 
These include promotion from within the department when qualified persons 
are available, leave for further study, visits to other agencies and insti- 
tutions, participation in opportunities made possible by grants, etc. The 
policies apply alike to all employees of the department. 

The State Board of Juvenile Correction conducts a continuous program 
of staff development. This program is structured to help personnel make 
maximum use of the skills they aiready have and to provide them with oppor- 
tunities to stay informed conce-ning current developments and to learn 
about and evaluate new techniques and ideas, Staff development opportunities 


are made available alike to all employees of the department.

Mr. Johnson was graduated from State University of Iowa with accomplish- 


ed Magna Cum Laude, Phi Beta Kappa, A.B.; Graduate student, Sociology 
and Psychology, at Duke University; Washington University, St. Louis, 
the University of Denver, master's degree, All credits were completed 
for the Ph. D. Degree in Clinical Psychology, except for dissertation. 


fur. Johnson held many positions such as with the Wake County Men- 
tal Hygiene Clinic, Raleigh, North Carolina; Psychologist, VA Mental 
Hygiene Clinic, St. Petersburg, Florida; Clinical Psychologist, Denver, 
Colorado; Clinical Psychologist, Albuquerque, New Mexico; and others. 


Mr. Johnson was well-read with an exceptional memory. His abil- 
ity as a Clinical Psychologist gained respect from all who know him. 
He possessed a true sense of loyalty and workmanship which was sur- 
passed by few men as was demonstrated by his continued efforts to be 
of great service regardless of his illness. His special interest in 
life was working with children wi*n emotional problems.

FARM NEWS 


Since training is our first goal, we attempt to train our students by 
using modern methods of farming so that good results may be obtained in 
the end. During the harvesting season, the students could see the results 
of using the best methods of farming and the results of a long summer's 
work, 

In closing the harvesting season, we feel that each student who parti- 
cipated in the farming program gained far more in knowledge and rehabili- 
tation than the value of the farm products measured in dollars and cents. 

The main harvesting is over for this year and the farm personnel is 
making the necessary repairs and alterations and planning for the next crop 
year. Some of the key jobs we have engaged in are painting and repairing 
equipment, working on plant beds, wreparing soil for the greenhouse, taking 
soi. samples, clearing around fields and many other small but needed repairs. 

Students are continually enjoying the farin work and we have honors 
going to all farm students who displayed favorable attitudes and work on 
our farm, helping to make the past year a success, A highlight for the 
students at the close of the main harvest was a group farm party for all. 
Students had been looking forward to the occasion and all enjoyed it. 

Some of the farm personnel had an opportunity to attend the fourth an- 
mal workshop held at Jackson Training School December 1, 1964. The work- 
shop was centered around swine and poultry and a lot of valuable informa- 


tion was received. We had an opportunity to tour the farm surrounding areas 


which was highly enjoyed.

SMALL FRUITS 


We found much joy and happiness during the fall quarter when the 
Williams Rlack Berries and the Rabbiteye Berries were added to our project. 
The students showed lots of interest in the preparation and transplanta- 
tion of these berries, Six hundred (600) Williams Black Berries and twenty-— 
four (24) Rabbiteye Berrics were transplanted. 

Mr. Dan F, Cameron, Director of Farms held a workshop at this school 
on December 4 with Mr. V. H. Underwood and Mr. Joe F. Brooks, consultants. 
Both were small fruit specialists from raleigh, North Carolina. The main 
topics under discussion were Management Care and Fertilization and Rota- 
tion of small fruits. Mr. Underwo:.d suggested that we use 2 or 3 year 
rotations in our farm plan for strawberries and apply nitregen in Febru- 
ary, early Spring, after harvest and in August. Mr. Brooks gave a demon- 
stration on pruning grape vines. Both consultants were very helpful and 
a lot of information was accorded trom this workshop.
